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The Tree that Destreys Maiaria. 


From the San Francisco Bulletin. 

The cucilyptus globulus, or Australian 
gum tree, is favorably known to all residents 
uf California, where probably not less than 
1,000,0C0 trees are planted. Ia this city, in 
front of handsome residences, you will find 
it with its magnificent drooping branches 
makiog an effective and graceful shade tree. 
In Oakland the broad avenues are lined wijh 
these cue dy ptus forests and are planted in 
the country surrounding Oakland, and in 
fact, in every county of tuis State where the 
cold winter will permit it to live, the euca- 
lyptus wi)l be found growing. 

The wonderful properties of this tree have 
only within the past few years Leen dis- 
covered and appreciated. It is justly 
claimed that when the tree flourishes in 
low, marshy, and feverish districts all 
miasma will cease. It destroys the 
malarial element iu any atmosphere where it 
grows, and is a great avsorbant of moisture, 
draining the subsoil almost as thoroughly as 
areguiar system cf piping. 

Tune cucalypius is an evergreen, and is 
found in its nutive country (Tasmania) in 
boundless furests, both on the hillside and in 
the lowlands, under extremes of climates, 
both as to heat and cold, rangiog from 130 
deg.to 20 min. Fahrenheit. Whether it wil 
endure a greater degree of cold we think has 
as yet been undetermined. It is, however, 
worthy a trial. 

Its remarkubly rapid growth is a matter of 
much surprise, attaining, as it does, a ma xi- 
mum of height of about 200 feet, with a cir- 
cumference of from thirty t fitty feet. For 
timoer and fuel itis exceedingly useful, being 
hard and easily worked, and very ser- 
viceable for such purposes as the keels 
of vessels, biidges, etc, etc, where 
strength and durability are essential. It is 
estimated that from $4,000,000 to $5,000,000 
in value of this timber is exported annually 
from Australia. 

The leaves of this tree are of a dark bluish 
cclor, about ten inches long, an inch wide, 
thin and oddly twisted. They exhale a 
strong camphor-like odor, quite agreeable 
and pleasant, which, with the large absorp- 
tion of water by the roots, cause the bene- 
It bears a small 
white flower, having no odor. 

In conse quence of its anti febrile qualities, 
the Englisn Government has planted it ex- 
tensively in the East Indies and Aflica, in 
fever districts, with the most satisfactory re- 
sults. In France, Cuba, Spain, Mexico, and 
many other places where malaria, fever, 

and otner pesiilential discases, 
the eucslypti have also 
. The wonderful proper- 


scientific institutions in Europe. In the 
Academy of Scicnces in this city its medical 
and anti-miasmatic qualities have received 
considerable attention. Dr. Pigne Dupuy- 
tren testified before that academy of the vir- 
tues of the eucalypius, and stated that he 
and Dr. D'Olwera had tested il in the French 
hospital. Inthe garden surrounding this 
hospital alarge number of the trees are 
planted for sanitary purposes. It had been 
found efficacious in the treatment of affections 
of the larynx andof mucous membrane ia 
general. Experiments, caretully made, have 
proveu that in a medical preparation it cures 
c- es Of intermittent fever against which qui. 
nine alone proves powerless. [t is also val- 
usvie as a disinfectant. 

In Algeria its cultivation was undertaken 
on alarge scale. Some 13,000 eucalypti 
were planted in an extremely pestilential 
aid uobeuliby section, where fever prevailed 
to a great extent every year. During the 
fou;.th year of their growth, at the 
time when the fever season used to set in, 
not a single case of fever occurred, yet 
the trees were only nine feet high. Since 
then this place is reported free from its un- 
welcome visitations. In the vicinity of 
Constantinople, another fever spot, marshy , 
and sickly, the whole ground was dried up 
by 14 000 of these trees. In Cuba, marsh 
dij:eases are rapidly disappearing upon the 
introduction of this tree. A railway station 
in the department of the Var, France, was 
80 pestilential that the cfficials could not re. 
main there longer than a year. Forty of 
these trees were planted, and the unhealthy 
condition of the place was changed. 

Two miles from Haywards, in this State, 
the Surveyor-General planted two groves of 
the eucalyptus, one of about 1 acres 
and the other seventy acres, the whole com- 
prising about 15,000 trees. They are now 
only about five years old, yet many of the 
trees are forty to fifty feet high, the whole 
making a most extensive and beautiful 
forest for fuel and timber purposes, being 
worth thousands of dollars.

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A PARALLEL DISASTER. 


Remarkable Similarity of the Cir- 
cumstanc s aud Results of the 
Bursting of the Reservoir 
in Massachusetts and 
the Bradfield Resere 
‘voir, at Sheffield, 
England, Ten 
Years Ago. 


From the Boston Advertiser. 


A catastrophe strikingly similar to tue 
Hampshire county disaster, in its causes, cir- 
cumstances and results, occurred near Shef- 
field, England, a little more than ten years 
ago (March 11, 1874, when the dam of a great 
reservoir at Bradfield gave awsy under the 
pressure of wate. caused by the spring thiw 
and rains. Ia the dead of night the flood 


swept away its barrier and rushed down a 
valley filled with factories, forges and the | changed; street 58 below bank. Erie 321-4 


houses of the operatives. “A populous dis- 
trict,” says the London News, was almost 
obliterated from the face of the earih. 
Sold and substantial buildings, work- 
shops, rows of houses, bridges, every- 
thiog that opposed the course of the flood 
yielded before its overwhelming might 
as though they were built ot paper.“ 
Sheffleld and the county for twelve or fifteen 
miles around were deluged, the meadows 
were covered with mud und strewed with 
debris and the bodies of the dead. Two hun- 
dred and fifty persons 1:st their lives, and 
the damage to property was estimated at 


The similarity of the Sheffield disaster to 
our own, not only in character and extent, 
but incident, is still more striking in the vivid 
account of it which OCuarles Reade has 
worked into the last chapter of “Put Yourself 
in His Place.” The fcllowing extract will 
show how close the parallel: 

By and by Ransome looked in, and ob-

Here he found the miller 
and his family all gathered outside ready for 
a start; one workman had run down from 
the reservoir. 
“The embankment is not safe.”

This case came before the Court below on 
an issue formed on an affidavi: of illegality 
toan execution which had been levied on 
property claimed by the defendant as a 
bomestead. The ground of illegality, an set 
forth in the defendant’s affidavit is, that the 
execution is ally against him, 
because the land | on had been set apart 
for the benefit of himself and family asa 
homestead, and that the debt was contracted 
in 1869 and the homestead is not aubject to 
levy and sale. Od the trial of the issue, tho 
jury found the homes end subject to the ex- 
ecution. It appears from the bill of excep- 
tions, tbat the plaintiff offered in evidence at 
the trial, the record cf the suit and judgment 
on which the execution issued, from which 
it appears, that the defendant was sued on an 
account for $.50 for the rent of a house and 
lot for the year 1868. To the plaintiff’s ac- 
tion the defendant pleaded that he was not 
indebted to the plainuff in manner and form 
as eet forth in plaiatiff's d.claration that 
plainuff was iodebied to him the sum of $225 
by an agreement with defendant to give 
him the said amount of house rent, and the 
further aum of $75 00, in consideration that 
the plainuff’a eon should board io the said 
house rented to him by the plainUff ia 1869, 
and plead, the same as a set-off to the plain- 
tuff's demand. On the tial of wat suit, the 
jury found a verdict for the plainuff for the 
sum of $150 00, with interest f:om the first 
day of February, 1870, judgment was en- 
tered on the verdic!, and the execution which 
issued thereon was levied on the defendant’s 
homestead. The defendant offered to prove 
by one of the jurore who rendered that ver- 
dict, that the debt on which the exccuiion 
was founded was contracted subsequently to 
1868, for the purpose of showing that bis 
homestead was nct subject to the payment 
of that debt. The Court rejected the teati- 
mony offered, on the ground that parul evi- 
dence could not be admitted to contradict 
the record in the original suit, and if parol 
evidence could be admitied for that purpose, 
one of the jurors who rendered tbe verdict, 
wad not a competent witness to prove what 
the jury intended to find by their verdict. 
It appears on the face of the record 
of the suit ia which the judgment was ob- 
tained, that the plaintiff sued the defendant 
for $150 for the rent of a house and lot for the 
year 1863. The defendant joined is-ue with 
che plaintiff on the alicgatioc that the con- 
tract wes made for the rent of the house for 
the year 1868, and alleged that the plaintiff 
had agreed to give him that amount of house 
rent and the further sum of $75 for the 
board of hia son iu said house in 1869. On 
thetrial of that issue, the jury found a ver- 
dict for the plainuff for the sum of $150 for 
the rent of the house for the year 1468, as 
alleged in his declaratien. he issue made 
by tae pleadings in that suit, as shown by 
the record, was whether the defendant was 
indebted to the plaintiff for the rent of the 
house for the year 1868, and the jury found 
that he was 80 indebte l. There is no alle- 
gation in the pleadings of any contract ex- 
press or implied for the rent of the house 
and lot for the year 1869 which could have 
authorized tho jury to find a verdict for the 
rent therecf fur that year. The allegation 
of the defendant in bis plea is, that the 
plaintiff agreed togive the rent of the house 
for boardicg bis son in 18¢9, not that he rented 
ihe house fiom him in 1869. The distinct 
issue made by the record in the former suit, 
was wheiber the defendant was indebted :o 
the plaintiff $150 for the rent of the house 
and lot for tne year 1868, and there is no 
allegation in the record, which could 
have authorised the jury to have feu. d 
a verdict for the rent of the house for any 
other year than the one alleged in the record 
offered in evidence. There were two dis- 
tinct issues made by thst record: First, 
whether the contract was made by the de- 
fendant for the rent of the house for the year 
1863, as the plaintiff alleged in his declira- 
tion. Second, whether the defendant was 
entitled to his set-off for the board of the 
plaintiff’s son, in 1869, as alleged by the de- 
fendant in his plea, On the trial, the jur 
found both issues in favor of the plaintiff, 
against the defendant. Was the parol evi- 
dence offered by the defendant at the trial 
for the purpose of showing that the verdict 
of the jury was rendered in that cise ona 
contract made for the rent of the house in 
1869, admissible in view of the allegations 
contained in the record offered in evidence 
by the plaintif? In my judgment it was 
not, for the reason that it contradicted that 
record ; in other words,the parol evidence 
was Offered to contradict the judgment of 
the Court which had been rendered on the 
issues made between the parties by the 
pleadings in that record. But it is said that 
inasmuch as the jury found a verdict for the 
plaintiff for $150, with interest from the Ist 
day of February, 1870, that they must have 
intended to have found that the contract for 
| the rent of the house was made in 1869. The 
reply ia that there is no allegation in the 
pleadings contained in the record which 
would hve authorized them to find that fact. 
The verdict was rendered on the contract as 


tract alleged therein was made in 1863. 
The fact that the jury found inter- 
eat on the contract alleged in the 
pleadings only from February, 1870, 
does not prove that the contract was 
not made in 1868 as alleged, it only proves 
thst the jury, for some good reason equitable 
or otherwise, apparent to them, thought that 
the defendant ought not to pay interest on 
the alleged contract until the ist February, 
1870, and that is all that can be fairly said of 
it. no legal sense can it be said that be- 
cause the jury found interest on à contract 
alleged to bave been made io 1868, only from 
the Ist of February, 1870, that therefore, they 
intended to find that the contract was made 
in a different year than the one sued on, the 
more especially as there was no allegation 4 
the pleadings which would have authorised 
them to have doneso. The distinct issue 
was made by the pleadiags in the former suit 
as to whethor the contract for the rent of the 
house was made between the parties for the 
year 1868, and that issue wes found against 
the defendant in that suit, and a judgment as 
evidence between them as to matters directly 
in issue, was conclusive until reversed or sei 
aside. (New Code, 8826.) Ia my judgment

WARNER, O. J., dissenting. 

This case came before the Court below on 
an issue formed on an affidavi: of illegality 
to an executioi which had been levied on 
property claimed by the defendant as a 
homestead. The ground of illegality, an 0 
forth in the defendant’s affidavit is, that the 
execution is pr ally against him, 
because the land | on had been set apars 
for the benefit of himself and family asa 
homestead, and that the debt was contracted 
in 1869 and the homestead is not subject to 
levy and sale. Ou the trial of the issue, the 
jury found the homes ead subject to the ex- 
ecution. It appears from the bill of excep- 
tions, tbat the plaintiff offered in evidence at 
the trial, the record cf the suit and judgment 
on which the execution issued, from which 
it appears, that the defendant was sued on an 
account for $150 for the rent of a house and 
lot for the year 1868. To the plaintiff’s ac- 
tion the defendant pleaded that he was not 
indebted to the plainuff in manner and form 
as set forth in plaiotfi’s d.claration that 
plaintiff was iodebied to him the sum of $225 
by an agreement with defendant to give 
him the said amount of house rent, and the 
further sum of $75 00, in consideration that 
the plainuff’a son should board io the said 
house rented to him by the plaintiff io 1869, 
and plead, the same as a set-off to the plain- 
tiff's demand. On the uial of that sult, the 
jury found a verdict for the plaintuff for the 
sum of $150 00, with interest from the first 
day of February, 1870, judgment was en- 
tered on the verdict, and the execution which 
issued thereon was levied on the defendant’s 
homestead. The defendant offered to prove 
by one of the jurors who rendered that ver- 
dict, that the debt on which the execution 
was founded was contracted subsequently to 
1868, for the purpose of showing that his 
homestead was net subject to the payment 
of that debt. The Court rejected the teati- 
mony offered, on the ground that parol evi- 
dence could not be admitted to contradict 
the record in the original suit, and if parol 
evidence could be admitied for that purpose, 
one of the jurors who rendered the verdict, 
wad not a competent witness to prove what 
the jury intended to find by their verdict. 
It appears on the face of the record 
of the suit la which the judgment was ob- 
tained, that the plaiatiff sued the defendant 
for $150 for the rent of a house and lot for the 
year 1863. The defendant joined is-ue with 
che plaintiff on the aliegatioc that the con- 
tract wus made for the rent of the house for 
the year 1868, and alleged that the plaintiff 
had agreed to give him tbat amount of house 
rent and the further sum of $75 for the 
board of his son in said house in 1869. On 
thetrial of that issue, the jury found a ver- 
dict for the plainuff for the sum of $150 for 
the rent of the house for the year 1869, as 
alleged in his declaratien. ‘he issue made 
by tae pleadings in that suit, as shown by 
the record, was whether the defendant was 
indebted to the plaintiff for the rent of the 
house for the year 1868, and the jury found 
that he was so indebtei. There is no alle- 
gation in the pleadings of any contract ex- 
press Or implied for the rent of the house 
and lot for the year 1869 which could have 
authorized tho jury to find a verdict for the 
rent therecf for that year. The aliegation 
of the defendant in his plea is, that the 
plaintiff agreed to give the rent of the house 
tor bourdiog bis son in 1809, not that he rented 
the house fiom him in 1869. The distinct 
issue made by the record in the former suit, 
ns wheiber the defendant was indebted :o 
the plaintiff $150 for the rent of the house 
and lot for the year 1868, and there is no 
allegation in the record, which could 
have authorised the jury to have fuu.d 
a verdict for the rent of the house for any 
other year than the one alleged in the recoid 
offered in evidence. There were two dis- 
tinct issues made by that record: First, 
whether the contract was made by the de- 
fendant for the rent of the house for the year 
1863, as the plaintiff alleged in his declara- 
tion. Second, whether the defendant was 
entitled to his set off for the board of the 
plaintiff’s son, in 1869,as alleged by the de- 
fendant in his plea, On the trial, the jur 
found both issues in favor of the plaintiff, 
against the defendant. Was the parol evi- 
dence offered by the defendant at the trial 
for the purpose of showing that the verdict 
of the jury was rendered in that cise ona 
contract made for the rent of the house in 
1869, admissible in view of the allegations 
contained in the record offered in evidence 
by the plaintiff? In my judgment it was 
not, for the reason that it contradicted that 
record; in other words, the parol evidence 
was Offered to contradict the judgment of 
the Court which had been rendered on the 
issues made between the parties by the 
pleadings in that record. But it is said that 
inasmuch as the jury found a verdict for the 
plaintiff for $150, with interect from the Ist 
day of February, 1870, that they must have 
intended to have found that the contract for 
the rent of the house was made in 1869. The 
reply is that there is no allegation in the 
pleadings contained in the record which 
would hsve authorized them to find that fact 
The verdict was rendered on the cOntract as 
alleged in the pleadings, and the only con- 
tract alleged therein was made in 1863. 
The fact that the jury found inter- 
eat on the contract alleged in the 
pleadings only from February, 1870, 
does not prove tat the contract was 
not made in 1868 as alleged, it only proves 
that the jury, for some good reason equitable 
or otherwise, apparent to them, thought that 
the defendant ought not to pay interest on 
the alleged contract until the ist February, 
1870, and that is all that can be fairly said of 
it. Io no legal sense can it be said that be- 
cause the jury found interest on a contract 
alleged to have been made io 1868, only from 
the Ist of February, 1870, that therefore, they 
intended to find that the contract was made 
in a different year than the one sued on, the 
more especially as there was no allegation in 
the pleadings which would have authorised 
them to have doneso. The distinct issue 
was made by the pleadiags in the former suit 
as to whethor the contract for the rent of the 
house was between the parties for the 
year 1868, and that issue wes found against 
the defendant in that suit, and a judgment as 
evidence between them as to matters directly 
in issue, wes conclusive until reversed or sci 
aside. (New Code, 8826.) Io my judgment
